PETROGRAD, April 27 (via Lon- 
don, April 28.) — Minister of Justice 
Kerensky told a representative of

ASHINGTON, April 28.—Sol- 
diering will take on an aspect 
entirely new to American 
military science when training of the 
forces to be assembled under the 
Graft bill begins at the sixteen train- 
ing cantonments. Careful plans laid 
by War Department officials provide 
for the application immediately of 
every lesson learned from European 
battlefielde and much of the work to 
be done will be new even to men re- 
cently in army instruction camps. 
The American training system 
probably will follow that used in 
Canada, where the instructors have 
made every effort to reproduce as 
closely as possible conditions at the 
front. Sections of trench have been 
built at the Canadian camps exactly 
duplicating important lines in 
France held by Canadian troops. 


Training in extending these works 
and running saps or erecting entan- 


glements has go to the accom- 
al shelf fire Bo aa to 


painment of actual ary 
harden the nerves of the troops, as 
well as their muscles. 

PLACE BATTERIES. 

To carry out this scheme, the 
Canadians have placed batteries op- 
posite the trenches and the infantry- 
men under training have done their 
work night and day with shrapnel 
bursting close to them. The o- 
cers, of course, know the posts to 


the men out of danger. 

Another work new to American 
troops will be bombing practice. 
Every company will have its section 
of grenadiers to clear the way into 
a disputed trench. It requires prac- 
tice to perfect men in this revived 
art of war, and it requires practice 
also to teach men to act instinctive- 
ly ih repelling bombing parties. 

Machine gun work will be revo- 
lutionized. In Great Britain a sep- 
arate machine gun corps has been 
created to turn out complete ma- 
chine gun companies which ‘handle 
the heavy, water-cooled Vickere- 
Maxim guns on defensive lines. In 
each company are skilled mechanics 
to make repairs, highly-trained gun- 
ners, packers and ammunition 
handlers. 

SCATTER LIGHT GUNS. 

Among the line troops also are 
scattered great numbers of light ma- 
chine rifles for offense, one man car- 
rying the gun and «several follow- 
ing him up with ammunition as he 
creeps forward from shel}, hole to 
shell hole in the very front line of 
each attacking wave. 

With the artillery all the compli- 
cated mechanism for curtain and 
barrage fire must be provided for. 
It takes long training to fit gunners 
for this work and absolute certainty 
of the lines of communication with 
the observation posts. 

WILL TAKE LONG TIME. 

Secretary Baker said today it now 
seemed unlikely that the entire 
7,000,000 or more men who will 
be lable for duty in the conscriptive 
forces could be enrolled, physically 
examined and otherwise passed up- 


on for exemptions, before the 
process of calling to the colors be- 
gan. 


Mr. Baker is inclined to favor the 
jury wheel system of choosing the 
men to be called first.

Mr. Baker 
made it plain that the War Depart- 
ment does not plan to apply the 
draft to fill up the regular and guard 
forces until the supply of volunt 
has been exhausted. : 

REGISTRATION DATE. 

Within a month after enactment 
of the bill the Secretary experts to 
set the registration date for the con- 
scriptive forces. A proclamation 
will be issued notifying all men af- 
fected to appear at the registration 
places. The election machinery of 
each community will be used to fa- 
cllitate registration and the police 
forces will be employed to bring in 
those who fall to appear volun- 
tarily.

She was poor. Her small body, 
her advanced age, her weakened | 
mentality because of her years, pre- 
vented her from obtaining a more 
lucrative employment, So she 
sought the rag shops. She man- 
aged, from the meager earnings, to 
struggle along. 

But she didn't know there were 
such things as labor organizations, 

had never heard of the wrath 
of discharged employees. Sluggers 
were unknown in her life, which 
encompassed but few things—only 
hard work and no recreation, But 
trouble arose in one of the shops. 
She wasn't to blame, but she was 
blamed. 

Two days ago she was carryi 
her wearied body home at a late 
hour. At Wabansia and Ralsto 
streets she was set upon by three 
angry women. They had lost their 
jobs. The poor, defenseless rag 
sorter was beaten, bruised and 
kicked, Some of her ribs were 
broken. She died today.

JUDGE MUST DETERMINE HOW 
CHINAMAN STANDS. 


Celestial Who Came Here as 
Artillery Officer to Study Ameri- 
can Ways Meets Adversity and 
Becomes Waiter—Court to Say if 
He Loses Student Status. 


It is quite a change from being 
an artillery officer in the service of 
the Manchu dynasty, buttressed with 
a showy uniform, and bedizened with 
gold rope, to becoming a waiter in 
an Oxnard restaurant, and being 
haled into court to show cause why 
you should not be deported back to 
dear old China. 

Chane Ying Ting, a young Chinese, 
found himsolf in that predicament 
yesterday in Judge Oscar A. Trip- 
pet’s court. After the conclusion of 
the testimenv the case Was taken 
under advisement. 

In 1210, Chang Ying Ting, then 26 
years of age, was sent by the Man- 
chu dynasty, then in command of af- 
fairs in China, with three other 
young officers, to study military mat- 
ters in tne United States. Chang 
Ying Ting was an artillery officer, 
and his picture showing him pos- 
las before a camera in the streets of 
Canton, where his father had a big 
store, was among the exhibits in 
the case. 
The Chinese government gave 
each of the four commissioners 
$4090 to pay their expenses while in 


their arrival in San Francisco, on 
the Korea, Chang Ying Ting became 
I and he was deserted by his com- 
penions. 

It was about the time that the 
proclamation of the Chinese repub- 
lic with Dr. Sun Yat Sen at its 
head, was born. The Manchu dy- 
nasty toppled to a fall, and the store 
of the bov's father in Canton was 
looted and destroyed, by the repub- 
Mean troops then under President 
Sun Yat Sen, and later on under 
President Yuan Shi Kal. This re- 
sulted in the impoverishment of the 
family, and the son in San Francisco 
who had been helped by his father 
following the desertion of his com- 
panions, found himself unable to 
secure further funds from his old 
rome. To make matters worse 
Chang Ying Ting became Il and for 
twenty-two months was unable to do 
anything. He had been admitted to 
the country as a student, but it was 
now necessary for him to go to work 
placing him in the class of laborers 
whose immigration is prohibited by 
law. 

The chorge against him is that he 
is at work in a restaurant in Ox- 
nard. thus depriving him of the 
status of a student, which he held 
when he came to the United States

Assemblyman Wishard’s eugenic 
marriage bill, after pursuing a devi- 
ous course through both houses of 
the Legislature and submitting to 
various amendments, finally was 
passed by the Senate today and sent 
to the Governor. As it came from 
a free conference committee this 
morning, the bill is widely different 
from the measure as originally in- 
wroduced. It now proposes to pro- 
hibit the marriage of persons af- 
flicted with sexual diseases or lepro- 
sy, under penalty of imprisonment.

WIRE FROM STEPHENS.

EXICO CHECKS 
POLITICAL SCHEME. 


DECREE PRESENTS ELIMINA- 
TION OF OPPOSITION. 


(A P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 

MEXICO CITY, April 20.—The 
new decree of Gen. Carranza provid- 
ing for the calling of elections for 
State offices has put an end to va- 
rious ambitious political plans of 
some of the more prominent politi- 
cal parties for controlling the State 
elections and, through the State 
machinery, of influencing the next 
elections for President. 

Under the old plan of Guadalupe, 
on which much of the programme 
of the Constitutionalist government 
is based, the provisional Governors 


of the States were empowered to 
call State elections at any time they 
saw fit after the President and na- 
tional Congress had been elected 
and taken their seats. 

Under the new constitution, offi- 
cers of the army and those holding 
Federal government positions must 
resign ninety days prior to election 
before they can become candidates 
for Governor. The provisional Gov- 
ernors, therefore, by calling elec- 
tions at times suited to them, could 
have eliminated many candidates 
under these provisions. 

The decree issued by Gen. Car- 
ranza, however, amends the Plan of 
Guadalupe so that the provisional 
Governors of the States may call 
State elections only with the author- 
ity of the first chief of the Consti- 
tutionalist army, in charge of the 
executive power, or, if after May 1, 
when Carranza becomes President of 
the republic. The decree provides 
that State elections shall be called 
at such times that the candidates 
elected may take office prior to July 
1. 1917, except in those States where 
conditions exist which make the 
holding of an election inadvisable 
because of disturbances or other 
reasons. Gen. Carranza, elther as 
first chief or as President, 
sole judge of the advisability and 
possibility of holding elections in 
any State and, if he deems it ad- 
visable, to hold elections. may ask 
Congress to confirm the provisional 
Governor of any State in his office 
for the constitutional period, end- 
ing in 1920, 

It is believed that this change in 
the Plan of Guadalupe will effective- 
ly check efforts by any party to 
build up a machine which will domi- 
nate the next Presidential election,

RITISH MUNITION 
EXPENSE APPALLING. 


LACK OF CO-ORDINATION SAID 
TO HAVE ADDED COST. 3 


LONDON, April 15.—The cost of 
munitions for the British army for 
the financial year ending March 31, 
1916, totalled £224,309,523 sterling 
of which only about 14,000,000 
comes under the heading of “offices, 
ingpection, housing and miscellan- 
eous.”” The Auditor-General reports 
that high prices for raw material 
and contracts in certain instances 
call for comment and that co-ordi- 
nation was lacking between various 
branches of the Ministry of Muni- 
tiong at one period of the year. 

One firm contracted to make cer- 
tain guns, took raw material from 
the Ministry at a fixed rate, made 
outside purchases of larger quanti- 
ties at lower prices and cleaned up 
about £14,000. 

The sum of £10,000 was advanced 
for certain premises to be used as 
stores, but two weeks later these 
were said to be unsuitable. Claims 
were put in for £48,000 and the mat- 
ter settled for £30,000. 

A case is noted in the report of 
a direct contract being placed with 
a firm for certain processes of manu- 
facture at £33.18 a ton. Soon after- 
ward an association of firms, in- 
cluding the same firm, got a con- 
tract for the same processes at £30 a 
ton. Still later contracts were placed 
at £26 down to £20 a ton while the 
cost of the processes at Woolwich 
was stated to be £10.7 a ton.

meetings. Beard was killed during 


a battle at the dock. 

Tracy's testimony was otherwise 
featureless. He denied he had fired 
any shots from the cabin window or 
anywhere else, declaring he had no 
firearms of any description with him. 
He said he had joined the LW.W. 
only about a month before the 
Everett affray and was put in charge 
of the Everett hall shortly after 
joining.

NEW RULER FORMALLY GIVEN 
CHIEF POST IN KINGDOM. 


Excluded from Coronation. 


[A. F. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE, } 

ADIS ABEBA (Abyssinia) April 
10.—The coronation of the new 
Empress of Abyssinia, Zeodito, was 
marked by a week's holiday for 
everybody in the country. It was 
particularly an occasion of rejoic- 
ing for those who owed the govern- 
ment a good-sized tax bill, for the 
Empress, in a special coronation 
day edict, exempted all taxpayers 
from arrears and pardoned all crim- 
mals who were still at large. 

The outside world was represent- 
ed at the festivities of coronation 
week by the ministers of the En- 
tente powers and a handful of Eu- 
ropeans living in Adis Abeba. No 
European was allowed to be present 
at the actual crowning, which took 
place at the unusual hour of 4 a.m. 
at the state Cathedral of St. George. 
The ceremonies here were somewhat 
protracted, and it was 8:30 when 
the Empress, wearing her crown, 
emerged from the cathedral and 
took her seat on a throne in the 
courtyard of the cathedral. Here 
the diplomatic corps and foreign 
guests were seated on one side of 
the platform, while the native chiefs 
and ministers of state occupied the 
other side. Two Princesses had 
Places of honor on either side of Her 
Majesty, while on the steps of the 
throne stood the Regent, Ras Tafari, 
and Ras Kassa, a cousin of the late 
King Menelek. 

The diplomatic corps, followed by 
the European colony and the Abys- 
Sinlan chiefs, passed in single file 
before the Empress, bowed cere- 
moniously, and resumed their seats. 
Then the Bishop of Abyssinia made 
the oration of the day, describing 
the events that had led to the de- 
thronement of Emperor Lidj Yas- 
sou and the proclamation of Prin- 
cess Zeodito as Empress, and ex- 
pressing the hope that the reign of 
“this illustrious daughter of the 
lustrious Menelek” would be marked 
by prosperity and peace. 

The Empress replied by reading 
a SS inviting her people 
to bring their complaints to her per- 
sonal attention. 

At the close of the speech-mak- 
ing there was a spectacular proces- 
sion from the cathedral to the roy- 
al palace. The distance is nearly 
two miles, and the procession took 
two and a half hours to cover it. 
The whole route was splendidly dec- 
orated with triumphal arches erect- 
ed every few yards. A detachment 
of cavalry led by the Minister of 
War marshalled the procession, fol- 
lowed by a military band, infantry 
and artillery. The state coach, 
drawn by eight white horses, was 
preceded by carriages bearing the 
maids ot honor and the women of 
the legations. 

On each side of the coach stood a 
page whose duty was to receive and 
return all the salutes of the crowd, 
thus sparing the Empress a certain 
amount of trouble. The carriage was 
escorted by three men on horseback, 
the three most powerful nobles in 
the empire. Behind the state car- 
riage came the bishop, and then the 
diplomatic corps and guests, all on 
horseback.

000,000 gallons of benzol a year and 
will soon be able to provide 50,- 
000,000.

son, 21-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Daniel Watson of Austin, his parents 
learned a few days ago of his tragic 
death—a victim of a German sub- 
marine, somewhere in the broad At- 
lantic. The farewell words that 
were written by young Wdtson as 
his steamship, Frederick, of Balti- 
more, upon which he was a seaman, 
was sinking, were found in a bottle 
that was washed ashore in the 
Orkney Islands, at the north of 
Scotland. In the same bottle were 
messages from eight other members 
of the ill-fated vessel's crew. 

The parents of Watson received 
the message of their son through 
British and United States diplomat- 
ie channels. When the bottle was 
found in the Orkneys some one there 
opened it. When the nature of its 
contents were discovered it was re- 
sealed and sent on its way to the 
British Foreign Office at London. 
Arthur J. Balfour, Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, transmit- 
ted the messages to Ambassador 
Page with the suggestion that they 
might be conveyed to the persons 
addressed, in the States. They 
were sent on to the Secretary of 
State at Washington, and the mis- 
sive from Bob Watson reached his 
parents from the Department of 
Commerce. 

THE MESSAGE.

LONG BEACH, April 28.—So 
great was the demand for bakers’ 
bread today that by 5:30 o’clock this 
evening there was not @ loaf left for 
sale. 

When the news became genefally 
circulated among the housewives 


that, commencing Monday, the 5

Some women carried 
home a dozen loaves of bread, 
There was also wholesale buying 
and hoarding along other lines. The 
grocers did everything they could to 
discourage it, telling their cusa- 
tomers that that was one reason for 
the ascending cost of foodstuffs, But 
the public continued to buy. Some 
of the local grocers declare that 
their stocks have been almost de- 
pleted along all lines and that 4 
number of private homes contain 
larger grocery stocks than 
some stores.

The campaign as tentatively out- 
lined at the first conference will 
cover a period of twelve months. Its 
first phase, from now until Septem- 
ber, will melude advertising and 
a preparation for the meet- 
ngs. 

The second phase, the meetings 
themselves, will last eight or nine 
weeks. In that time local clergy- 
men believe that “Billy” Sunday will 
so startle, shock and arouse the peo- 
ple of the city that close to 50,000 
men and women win “hit the saw- 
dust trail’ and that the churches of 
the city will consequently secure 
that number of additional members. 

It Mr. Sunday’s experiences in

IXTEEN HUNDRED LOCAL 
MEN FOR COMMISSIONS. 


What the Officers? Trainin g Camp is 
and How it will Work. 


P TO the hour of closing at lo- 
U cal headquarters yesterday 
nearly 800 applicants had been 
accepted for entrance to the officers’ 
training camp to be opened at the 
Presidio at San Francisco Tuesday, 
May 8. From the number who have 
applied, but have not as yet been 
passed upon by the local examining 
board, Los Angeles is expected to 
send at least twice that number. 
The camp will continue unt 
next August 8, and all members who 
pases the examination will be given 
commissions in the Officers Reserve 
Corps of the United States Army as 
officers of the line in the following 


branches: Infantry, cavalry, field 
artillery, coast artillery and = engi- 
neers. 


The camp will be in charge of 
regular army officers and will be or- 
ganized along the lines followed by 
the citizens’ training camp at Mon- 
terey last year, when more than 
1100 Los Angeles business men spent 
six weeks receiving military training. 
The new camp, however, will be di- 
vided into fifteen companies the first 
month. The men will then be reas- 
signed to nine infantry companies, 
two cavalry troops, three batteries 
and one engineer company. 
ALL SURE OF COMMISSIONS. 
The fact that 500.000 men are to 
be trained for service either at home 
or abroad within the coming year 
practically assures every man who 
successfully meets the tests. of 
the camp training an officer's com- 
mission. Great care is being exer- 
cised by the examining board, con- 
sisting of Col. John C. Gresham, 
Capt. A. T. Easton, Lieut. L. R. Ball 
and Lieut. D. T. Greene, that only 
men who give promise of develop- 
ing the qualities essential to an offi - 
cer are accepted. 

While as vet no provision has been 
made by the United States govern- 
ment for paying the men while in 
camp, aside from furnishing trans- 
portation, equipment and sub- 
sistence, it ts confidently expected 
Congress will make provision for 
such a contingency. 

There is also a movement on foot 
to enlist the co-operation of the 
Practical Patriots’ League,to the ex- 
tent of aiding in a financial way the 
dependent families of those who go 
to the camp for the preliminary 
three months’ treining. Many busi- 
ness houses have asked to pay at 
least part of the salaries of ‘former 
employees who enlist, and a wel 
organized committee appointed by 
the Southern California division of 
the Military Training Camps Asso-

Never before in 
the history of the world has a nation been 
so ready to pour forth its treasures for 
others—with the good of humanity (regard- 
less of race or creed or country)—as the 
main object of entering world politics at 
the height of a stormy crisis. 


* NATIONS FIGHT. 

Wars between nations, like quarrels 
between individuals, have often—although 
not always—been the result of a purpose of 
one party to obtain an advantage, and of 
the other party not to suffer a disadvan- 
tage. 

Nations need for their development con- 
ditions of peace which are international. 
Bertrand Russell says in his book, “Why 
Men Fight:” “The fundamental problem 
is to prevent the impulse toward war which 
seizes whole communities from time to 
time. And this can only be done by far 
reaching changes in education, in the eco 


nomie structure of society and in the moral 


code by which public opinion controls the 
lives of men and women.” 

Human activity springs from impulse and 
desire. The war now raging grew. in the 
main, out of the life of impulse, not out of 
reason or desire. There was an impulse 
of aggression on the part of the Hohenzol- 
runs and the Hapsbures, and an impulse 
of resistance to aggression on the part of 
the Entente Allies. 

The same tmpulses which lead to war, 
with better training, lead to the best things 
the world has. Every outlet to these im- 
pulses and energies, even conflicts which 
do not lead to strife—such as industrial 
and commercial competition — lessens the 
probabilitigs of war and is therefore good. — 

“The power of thought,” says Mr. Rus- 
sell, in the long run is greater than any 
other human power. Those who have the 
ability to think and the tmagination to think 
in accordance with men's needs are likely 
fo achieve the good they aim at sooner or 
later. The supreme principle, both in poll- 
tics and private life, should be to promote 
all that is creative and so to diminish the 
impulses and desires that center round 
mere possession of that which others have 
created, for ft is the desire of such posses- 
sion that is one of the main causes of war 
and one of the main hindrances to free- 
dom, industrial, economic and 


RMY PREPARATIONS. 


United States is hammering out something 
like a real military policy. We have had 
our share of wars; but always, heretofore, 
our military preparations have been made 
under pressure of time. We have had to 
scramble together whatever makeshift army 
we could get and march out to meet the foe. 


ceed to the task with a measurable degree 
of leisure. 

Upon these preparations, however, depends 
our future place in history. This world is 
approaching an era of very difficult times. 
Our position in these future whirlpools will 
depend very largely upon the showing that 
we make in this one. To the degree that we 
manage to keep the new army out of poll 
tics, to that degree will we succeed in build- 
ing up a structure of military efficiency that 
wil] be equal to our otcasions. 

The problem of President Wilson is one 
requiring extraordinary tact and firmness. 
The Genera! Staff and the Army War College 
have war plans which cover every detail! of 
the construction of a military force. Were 
it possible to turn the problem over to them 
and say, “Gentlemen, you know what ought 
to be done; do your duty,” it would be a 
very simple matter. In a great, loosely-knit 
country like the United States, however, 
greed and selfishness, masquerading as fer- 
vid patriotism, make thig obvious plan im- 
possible. 

In the President’s position, it is not a 
question of, What is the best thing to be 
done?” but the question of “How much of 
the best thing to be done will it be possible 
for me to do?” 3 

At present, the military plan of the gov- 
ernment seems to be as follows: 

As many young college men and men 
trained to positions of authority in the 
business world as can be _ selected 
will be mobilized next month into 
military training camps. In the course 
of four months intensive training, the army 
officers in charge of these camps will go 
over the cadets with a fine-tooth comb and 


gence, the bearing and the instinct for com- 
manding men. Those who fail to qualify 
will be sent home. ‘ 

The first contingent of drafted young sol- 
diers will be summoned to the colors in 
August or September. By that time the 
newly-made officers at these training camps 
will have learned at least the rudiments of 
their new trade. They will be able to go 
into the recruit school as instructors of 
tactics and to finish their training with the 
drafted recruits whom they will command. 

By this date next year, we should have an 
army of close to a million well trained 
young men ready to do our part in what- 
ever game the disturbed world diplomacy 
deals us a hand. 

Before that, it would be criminal folly to 
send troops into the war. 7 

We read a great deal in the press dis- 
patches about Col. Roosevelt's preparations 
for taking a division to France; and about 
the proposition of sending over our regular 
army. Gen. Joffre, say the dispatches, has 
signified his desire to have something of the 
kind done. | 

Gen. Joffre is a grand old officer and is 
naturally eager that succor should be sent at 
the earliest possible moment to the relief 
of his hard-pressed legions. But it is incon- 
ceivable that our government should commit 
the folly of attempting to send over our sol- 
diers before they are ready, and while they 
are needed here. 

Both plans mentioned are beyond the 
bounds of good sense. Col. Roosevelt is no 
doubt a man of high courage and encrgy, but 
war making is now the most difficult and 
intricate of all professions. It involves a 
knowledge of more technical matters than 
any other general line of human endeavor. 
Col. Roosevelt has had no real military train- 
* ing. To be plain about it, he doesn't know 
the job. If he wishes to offer his military 
services to the nation, he should go to an 
officers’ training camp just as other patriotic 
citizens are doing, there to learn the trade 
of soldiering. 

The proposal to send our regular army 
over to France sounds like the suggestion 
of a madman. Does it seem quite sane to 
walk cold-bloodedly and deliberately into the 
same appalling blunder that England com- 
mitted in the early days of the war? 

Like England, we have plenty of brave 
and willing young men, but we lack trained 
officers. To a very great degree we will have 
to look to the regular army to supply the 
higher officers for the immense new military 
force to be created by the draft. All the regu- 
lars now holding commissions will undoubt- 
edly be transferred to positions of import- 
ance in the new army. Such of the en''sted 
men of the army as are fitted by education 
and temperament to command will also be 
needed. 

To send our regular army to France would

This country is prepared to give aid and 
assistance to the Allies to the last degree of 
meaning that those words hold; but we 
will go about the task in our own way and 
as the situation seems to dictate to us. 


UBLIC OPINION AND POPULAR RULF 
Public opinion is the greatest moral 
force in the world. No government cen- 
sorship, no restriction placed on the right 
of public print or public meeting, can pre- 
vent its expression any more than an arti- 
ficial fence can stop the wind from blowing, 
or a mechanical breakwater hinder the rise 
and fall of the tides. : 

Give public opinion a proper vent and it 
will discharge itself beneficially; seek to 
imprison it and it will break through all 
restraints. Russia for centuries had pub- 
lic opinion tightly corked and bottled, but 
when its dynamic force passed the strength 
ofthe container, it shattered Czardorm and 
autocracy overnight. Prussian junkers are 
stifling Germar opinion for the time being 
with the cotton-wool batting of mendacious 
reports; they thus simply postpone the in- 
evitable day of reckoning. 

At once the safety and the triumph of 
democracy are found in the free play given 
public opinion. This is its first distinguish- 
ing feature. The right of the ballot box 
and the power of .the press must always 
divide democracy from absolutism. For. 
while the press can certainly direct public 
opinion, it is none the less true that public

you have damaged the foundation of democ- 
racy. Furthermore, the best way to mould 
public opinion is always to give the people 
the plain facts, palatable or unpleasant, of 
every occurrence and event on which their 
future welfare may hinge and allow the 
bearing of such events on any immediate 
issue to be discussed frankly and sensibly 
in public print. ee 

For the first two years of the war the 
British official censor attempted vainly to 
muzzle Lord Northcliffe and his big lead- 
ing papers. But being a strong, patriotic 
and popular editor and knowing he had 
public opinion behind him, he resisted all 
concealment of facts that might properly 
be reported and all efforts to sterizile ed- 
itorial comment. Also because he had pub- 
lic opinion to back him, he was able to 
show himself stronger than the official cen- 
sor. 

What was the result? The triumph of 
Lord Northcliffe marked the end of the 
period of bungling and blunder by British 
leaders and diplomats. With the install- 
ment of Lloyd George as Premier, for which 


worked, England started on a career of 
victory both in France and in Asia Minor. 

Does the American press need a Prussian 
censor? Are our newspapers less potent 
for good or less patriotic than those of 
Great Britain? Shall we start the war with 
the initial mistake made by the British 
government? 


HE ANTI-INJUNCTION MISTAKE. 

Unless Gov. Stephens has the courage 
and the consistency to veto the anti-injunc- 
tion, free-contempt-of-court, pro-boycott, 
pro-picketing law that the agents of Gom- 
pers succeeded in inducing the Assembly 
to enact on Thursday, we are menaced 
locally with more serious troube than any 
threatened by. Mr. Hohenzollern. 

The law, if it becomes such by Gov. 
Stephens signing it, is both mischievous and 
unnecessary. Section 1, which declares 
that labor unions are not unlawful, is not 
needed. No court has ever adjudged them 
to be unlawful and no community has ever 
complained of them as such. It is the 
abuse of their power by labor union leaders 
and not their legitimate use that is the 
subject of complaint. For instance, the co- 
operation of workers in seeking to ob- 
tain higher wages, lesser hours of toil, im- 
proved sanitary conditions and mutual help 
to each other is legitimate and commend- 
able, unless violence, threats and other - 
legitimate means are used to obtain such 
legitimate ends. 

The second section, which prohibits the 
issuance of injunctions in any case be- 
tween an employer and employee unles« nec- 
essary to prevent irreparable injury to prop- 
erty or for which there is no adequate 
remedy at law, is totally unnecessary, for it 
makes applicable to labor disputes prin- 
ciples of equity jurisdiction which have al- 
ways been applicable to such disputes and 
to all disputes. No injunction has ever 
been issued unless the Injury threatened 
was irreparable, such, for instance, as the 
cutting down of a shade tree in a garden, 
or where there was no adequate remedy at 
law, such, for instance, as the insolvency of 
the defendant and his inability to respond 
in damages. 

The third section, which prohibits the 18 
suance of injunctions against strikes or 
promoting strikes, is also unnecessary. No 
court ever issued an injunction to prevent 
a worker from striking either individually 
or in concert with others. It is only against 
the unlawful conduct of strikes by threats 
of destruction of the property of an em- 
ployer, or of inſury to the person of a 
worker who refuses to strike that have been 


The mischief of the Flaherty law is in 


the succeeding sections, which would prac 
tically destroy the right of injunction alto- 
gether, by paralyzing “the right arm of 
equity” and taking away from courts the 
power to punish summarily for violation of 
injunctional orders. 

Blackstone says: “Laws without a com- 
petent authority to secure their ,adminis- 
tration from disobedience and contempt 
would be vain and nugatory. A power 
therefore in the courts of justice to sup- 
press such coutempts by an immediate at- 
tachment of the offender results trom the 
first principles of judicial establishments 
and must be an inseparable attendant 
upon every superior tribunal.” (4 Black, 
Com. 286.) 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
says: “The power to punish for contempt 
is inherent in all courts; its existence is 
essential to the preservation of order in 
judicial proceedings, and to the enforce- 
ment of the judgments, orders and writs 
of the courts, and consequently to the due 
administration of justice.” (19 Wall U. 8. 
505.) 

The Supreme Judicial Court of Massa- 
chusetts says: “The summary power to 
commit and punish for contempts tending to 
obstruct or degrade the administration of 
justice is inherent in courts of chancery 
as essential to the execution of their powers 
and to the maintenance of their authority, 
and is part of the law of the land witbin the 
meaning of Magna Charta and of the 
twelfth article of our Declaration of Rights.” 
(114 Mass. 238.) 

The Supreme Court of Mississipp! says: 
“The power to fine and imprison for con- 
tempt, from the earliest history of juris 
prudence, hag been regarded as a neces- 
sary incident and attribute of a court and 
without which it could no more exist than 
without a judge. It is a power inherent in 
all courts of record, and co-existing with 
them by the wise provisions of the common 
law. A court without the power to effec- 
tually protect itself against the assaults of 
the lawless, or to enforce its judgements, 
orders or decrees against the recusant 
parties before it, would be a disgrace to 
the legislation, and a stigma upon the age 
which invented it.“ (36 Miss. 341.) 

The Mississippi Supreme Court aptly 
characterized such a pro-contempt of court 
law as passed the Assembly at Sacramento 
on Thursday. It ie “a disgrace to the leg- 
islation” of California and a stigma upon 
the legislators who voted to give it a place 
among the statutes of this State.

T APPEARS that many members 
‘of Congress are startled at the

One would think that 
conscription was unsuited for de- 
mocracies, a violation of personal Ub- 
erty, an odious form of slavery. That 
is not the way our ancestors looked 
at it. The English colonies in North 
America, which were the freest and 
most democratic communities then 
existing on the face of the earth, 
would have gone under the arrows 
and tomahawks of the Indians but 
for universal military service, which 
then was the universally-acknowl- 
edged right of the colony or settle- 
ment to call upon every able bodied 
man to aid in its defense. At the 
time of the revolution every State 
in the Union claimed the right to the 
military service of its men; and 
stout-hearted Deborah Samoson felt 


so ill-used at being shut out from 


the privilege that she put on men’s 
clothes and served for three years 
in the continental army. During the 
Civil War this duty of supporting 
the government by personal mill- 
tary service was enforced by drafts 
in the States which would not other- 
wise fill their quotas. Even aliens 
were called upon for military serv- 
ice, on penalty of exclusion from the 


country that they would not defend. 


Universal military training is also 
one of the oldest military ideas in 
North America. The colonists rec- 
ognized that the only way to have 


Soldiers when needed was to train 


them beforehand. Hence as late as 
1850, in many parts of the Union, 
training day was as much a part of 
public duty as election day or the 
payment of taxes. The first detailed 
militia law of the United States en- 
joined upon every abig-bodied man 
to provide his own weapons, powder, 
shot and equipments. The truth is 
that every male child is born with 
the obligation to serve his country 
in war if he should ever be needed. 
He can no more escape from that lia- 
bility than he can from his obliga- 
tion to obey the laws. 

Other countries have relied for de- 
tense upon paid armies, the mem- 
bers of which marched in the ranks 
or fought the national enemies, on 
the same terms that they would have 
cut down trees or built stone walls— 
their service was paid with wages. 
What could be more undemocratic? 
What would be the position of the 
United States now if it had to depend 
only upon such part of its popula- 
tion as could be hired to risk life 
and limb. The only safety for this 
country under present world condl- 
tions is to apply its right to com- 
mand the services of its sons on a 
vast scale. 

One form of conscription is odi- 
ous; it is the old European metho4 
of calling out a lot of young men 
@nd then choosing part of them by 
lot and letting the rest go back 
home. That was really worse than 
the system of hired soldiers, because 
it allowed chance to determine who 
should make the soldiers’ sacrifices 
of time and business opportunity, 
and perhaps of life. The true and 
equal democratic method is to call 
upon some definite recognized sec- 
tion of the male population, most 
conveniently by ages. For instance, 
if Congress provides that every able- 
bodied man between the ages of 20 
and 21 shall be called, then the serv- 
ice in every part of the country and 
among all classes of the population 
is equal. Out of this breat mass it is 
then easy to release the numerous 
men who are shown by medical ex- 
amination not to be fit for the ex- 
acting duties of the soldier in the 
field. Young men who are the only 
support of families can also be set 
aside, at least for the time being. 
The remainder, representing every 
section of the country, will ther con- 
stitute a citizen army. As more 
troops are needed, they can be had 
by calling up another vear—say 
from 20 to 21 or 19 to 20—and going 
through the same ‘process. 


The only alternative is volunteer- . 


ing; which means that the men of- 
fering themselves will be of a great 
variety of ages. They will be un- 
equally distributed among the States, 
they will feel themselves and be 
looked upon as the special] patriots 
and heroes of the war. 
goes on, volunteering falls off, per- 
haps when it is most needed, and 
final resort must be had to the draft, 
which will almost necessarily be by 
lot. The government will then be 
placed in the attitude of forcing its 
sons to defend their mother. Uni- 
versal military training is the only 
proper preparation for that univer- 
sal military service of definite age 
classes which will enable the repub- 
lic to continue as a great and pow- 
erful nation.

Food Production Movement Gathers Splendid Impetus as 


Defense Council Presses Propaganda — Home

Hamilton, member of the commit- 


Calls came in for speakers in- 
formed on the subject of food pro- 
duction. Dr. Jessie Russell, asso- 
ciated with F. E. Doty and Horti- 
cultural Commissioner Wood on the 
county committee, received nine in- 
vitations to address women's Clubs, 
and other calls for assistance came 
in within three days. To co-ordi- 
mate the work of the two organi- 
gations and prevent overlapping Mr. 
Doty accepted the secretaryship of 
the County Council of Defense. to 
serve without salary, and Dr. Rus- 
sell placed data of all kia? collect- 
ed by her at the disposal of Judge 
Finlayson’s somewhat broader or- 
ganization. 

FOOD PROPAGANDA. 

Judge Finlayson stated his com- 
mittee is organizing in every small 
town and hamlet in the county. 
These local organizations will work 
among the people in each locality, 
stimulating them to produce food.

It will comprise 
deputy sheriffs and special deputies, 
all under orders. They are drilled 
every night and are rounding into 
a high state of efficiency. Organiza- 
tion is taking place in some part of 
the county each night.

Most of Imperial’s early vegetable 
and fruit crops, the first in the coun- 
try, go East because eastern deal- 
ers are able to offer higher prices 
than those on the Coast. 

The total of 1,000,000 tons of feed 
will be Imperial Valley's answer to 
the appeal of the State Council of 
Defense that the California farmers 
Plant, as of first importance, crops 
used as food for domestic animals. 
This estimate is given by the Im- 
perial Valley Official Information 
Bureau at No. 604 ‘South Spring 
street. Six hundred thousand tons 
of alfalfa, 150,000 tons of milo maize 
and 100,000 tons of barley will be 
raised in the valley this year, which, 
other sor- 
ghums, barley cut as hay and milo | 
stalk fodder, will make up the big 
total. Calculated in pounds, the Im- 

erial feed production will be 2 000,- 

00,000, or capacity for 100,000 
freight cars. 

Milo is particularly recommended 
by the State Council and agricul- 
tural authorities, and in Imperial 
Valley at this time, planting has be- 
gun on the largest milo acreage 
ever seeded in any county in the 
West—125,000 acres. Barley thresh- 
ing has begun and as soon as this 
grain is off, the barley acreage will 
be planted to milo. The milo 
which follows barley will be har- 
vested in October and November and 
the vields will run between one and 
two tons per acre. The normal val- 
ley price for milo is around $20 per 
ton. At present milo is bringing 
better than $60, although it is ex- 
pected to fall somewhat when the 
new crop comes in.

Seventeen thousand acres of them 
are being planted in the San Fer- 
nando Valley. 

This is the reply of the people of, 
this section of the county to the 
appeal for increased production of 
food staples. Seeding already has 
begun and will be rushed until every 
available acre is utilized, 

For weeks every man and team 
in the valley has been working over- 
time to prepare the soil, and never 
before has so much labor been ex- 
pended on the land for the er: 
of insuring a maximum yield. 
which, in ordinary seasons, would 
have been considered in good con- 
dition has this year received extra 
preparation in the way of harrow- 
ing, leveling, etc. 

Ten sacks of beans per acre is a 
conservative estimate for the com- 
ing erop, which would give a total 
yield of 170,000 sacks of eighty 
pounds each—more than 13,000,000 
pounds. 

On account of the scarcity of la- 
bor many acres of beet fields have 
been plowed for beans, as it is im- 
possible to get the beets thinned in 
time to insure a profitable crop. 

Owing to the fact that. Owens 
River water is now available for ir- 
rigation purposes, several hundred 
acres of land which had 
seeded to grain before the food 
shortage was known, will be wa- 
tered and planted to beans, Egyptian 
corn and other produce as soon as 
the hay and grain are harvested. 
Some fields of barley are now al- 
most ready for hay, and there will 
be ample time to raise another good 
crop this season. 

Besides this every vacant lot and 
back vard in the valley is being 
made to yield its quota of vegetables 
for family use.

LOBBYIST BACK, 
SAD BUT WISER. 


Child-labor Champion Calls 
Lawmakers W astrels. 


Says They Fritter Away Both 
Time and Much Paper. 


Good Women and Men are 
Legislature’s Need. 


| 

Miss Ianthe Densmore has come 
back from Sacramento, where she 
went “a-lobbying,” a much wiser 
woman if a sadder one. She says 
her child labor bill died in the Sen- 
ate, where it started, but that her 
experience as a woman lobbyist 
has opened her eyes. 

“The most impressive thing 
there. she said, both in the House 
and in the Senate, is the great waste 
ate of time, energy and money. 
Why, it's like the first weeks of col- 
lege. Those Senators and Assembly- 
men can’t seem to get stafted until 
about the middle of the second ses- 
sion. They say they don’t try to pass 
their important bills until just be- 
fore the end of the session, because 
if they want punch back of their 
bills they must wait until the law- 
makers are frazzled out and are 
ready to get through in a rush. Then 
they will vote for anything to get 
through. 

“Going to the Senate and the As- 
sembly is @ game for most of our 
representatives. Their bills are 
passed because the men introducing 
them are popular. All the other 
Senators or Assemblymen like Bill 
Jones. He is a good fellow. He 
isn’t there just now, but they all like 
him and will stand by him and vote 
for his bill. 

“If you a-lobbying would go you'd 
come back lacking respect for the 
laws, because you would learn how 
they are made. One question, 
though, that seems to really arouse 
interest is that in reference to the 
fish and game iaws. Men really get 
excited over this and get angry at 
one another. 

“The wasté of paper, printed mat- 
ter, in the Senate is simply appalling. 
I asked what they did with it, if 
it wasn't baled and disposed of, but 
I was informed it was destroyed by 
those Senators: wasted, as their en- 
ergy and their time are wasted.

“Undoubtedly the present high 
cost of garden truck is due to the 
fact that the demand is greater than 
the supply and that there are food 
speculators in Los Angeles who are 
unscrupulous enough to keep prices 
up,” said Chief Butler yesterday. 

“There is no reason why we should 
not have municipal farms, but on 
the contrary there are four reasons 
why we should. 

“We have the land, we have the 
water, we have the labor, and the 
time for the work is here. All that 
is lacking is a sufficient appropria- 
tion to cover the cost of seed and of 
implements with which to work the 
soil.

: WOULD START NOW. 
‘The matter has been carefully 
|} gone into by Mayor Woodman and 
| myself and he has agreed the plans 
‘are feasible. I hope to have at 
least 200 acres in Griffith Park 
within three months. There is no 
| way in which the plan could fail. We 
— the market here, the people 
would rather buy city-grown vege- 
| tables than buy from individuals, 
and there would also be quite a

“Four years ago the East Side

„At the Inebriate Farm, on Los 
Feliz road, twelve acres have been 
under cultivation for five years, and 
every year, record crops have been 
produced there. Berries, which took 
first prize in local exhibits; were 
grown there two years ago. Potatoes 
| which ranked higher than any oth- 
ers at the Chamber of Commerce 
came from the acreage at the farm. 
Cabbages, parsnips, turnips, beets 
and all the other garden vegetables 
have been raised there, and at 4 
profit. 

“There can be no opposition to 
placing the prisoners on municipal 
farms. It would be of great bdenefit 
to them. Under the system of lock- 
ing them up a man with a sentence 
of 180 days comes out p&Rysically un- 
fit. The chain gang is all right, but 
it is much more healthy for prison- 
ers to work on a farm than to drag 
a ball and chain along a road.”

It is three miles from the East

The prosperity of Los Angeles has 
never been better mirrored than by 
the fact that delinquency in taxes 
this year will be the lowest in a 
number of years. City Tax Collector

Yesterday's mail was 
with checks covering the tax due.

PARA/SFIN FOR GASOLINE 
Device Invented to Permit Change 
of Fuel for Automobiles. 
{Electrical World:] A thousand 
years ago the scientists sought how 
to turn the baser metals into gold. 
Today, with no less zeal but. with a 
chance for success, is the stientific 
world searching for a cheap substi- 
tute for gasoline for use in automo- 
biles and other gas engines. 
A device has recently been invent- 
ed by F. A. Wilkinson, an English- 
man, whereby motor cars and in- 
ternal combustion engines used for 
driving electric lighting plants and 
other purposes, designed for running 
on gasoline, can be run entirely on 
paraffin without alteration to the 
engine or carburetor. 
Wilkinson's “bypass paraffin at- 
tachment” is inexpensive and can 
be fitted up in a very short time, 
and the engine can be instantly con- 
verted to run on paraffin or eptrol 
by simply openine or closing @ valve. 
In order to vaporize the paraffin to 


— 


enable a start to be made from 
cold, an electrical heater is pro- 
vided. 


After the engine has started the 
paraffin and air passing from the 
carburetor are heated by introducing 
a small percentage of the exhaust 
gases direct into the inlet pipe, 
which, mingling with the paraffin 
and air, enters the cylinders for 
a second time. |

When the attachment is fitted to 
a motor car, the two valves are 
controlled from the dashboard by 
means of steel wires run in brass 
tubes, but in the case of a stationary 
engine the dashboard control can 
be dispensed with. For controlling 
the electrical heater a switch and 
pilot lamp are provided.

Case of “Me.”

Mary MacLane’s new book is out 
this week. Everybody remembers 
who Mary is. At the age of 18 she 
wrote a book which made her fa- 
mous. It was full of the devil.“ full 
of youthful egotism, which made 
it the plaything of the comdians. 
Willie Collier, with Weber and 
Fields, gave a burlesque of it which 
packed houses for some time—and 
then whatever happened to Mary 

cLane I do not know, only that 
she returned, after a visit to the

aye, aye! 

Here at hand is an advance copy 
with a comment by Gertrude Ather- 
ton, to the effect that the book is 
just what she would have expected 
from the young genius, who, by the 
way, states her age as 31 years. Ath- 
erton says that the book is a great 
piece of literature, and Witter Byn- 
ner compares it, in the frankness of 
the confession, to Marie Brehkirt- 
seff's work of the same description. 
So much for the only comments yet 
made. They are not so Interesting es 
is Mary Maclane’s opinion of her- 
self: “I'm by odds the cleverest hu- 
man being I know; nore than likely 
one of the clevesest who ever lived 
in this world.” 4 

It is not possible, however, to dis- 
miss the book as a work of intense 
egotism, as the reader is tempted to 
do many times before reading two 
dozen pages. Nor is it fair to attach 
the stigma of insanity to it, and 
make a hasty departure from the 
odious personality of the author. 
Egotism is too unimportant a charge 
to bring against an author, and we 
are all more or less insane in the 
other fellow’s opinion. Mary Mac- 
Lane is sensitive to abnormality, but 
because she feels things which the 
world at large does not feel. that 
makes her no more insane than was 
Beethoven when he heard things 
which nobody else heard. Mary 
MacLane’s book will lay her open 
to many disagreeable charges, of 
which the two I have mentioned will 
doubtless be brought many times, 
because the unbalance of her mind 
and the intensity of her conceit are so 
utterly obvious that not even a child 
could miss them. To detect the 
brilliance of her and the subtlety 
ef her humor will take a discrim 
ination which does not abound in 
our reading public. . 

A frankly written confession 16 
always painful. No man can stand 
close analysis without appearing 
something of a scoundrel. Nor can 
any woman endure it without ap- 
pearing absurd. Among the few 
great confessions are those of Cel. 
lini, a gay scoundrel if ever there 
was one; Rousseau, so abominable 
a spectacle that the most unworthy 
of us cringes at his meannesses: 
George Moore, faithfully false and 
artistically frank; Marie Bashkirt-

There is nothing to be said against 
affectations if they accomplish some- 
thing worth accomplishing; but they 
miss fire so entirely in the present 
case that they grate upon eyes ac- 
customed to reading, more than 
usual. Some of the phrases are not 
only new, but ugly and unsatisfying 
as well. The word “garbledly” for 
example, and “thrilledly,”” and «a 
host of the same sort. is 
also a strong penchant for capitals 
end hyphens. “Man-person and 
woman-person,” “Mary-MacLane- 
ness” and “Butte-Montana-ness” are 
some of the hyphenated artificiali- 
ties which distress and irritate the 
reader. Such strivings for the un- 
usual! Then in the midst of some 
attainment of poetic phrase- 
m there will come such trite 
and commonplace words that 
scarcely an ordinary schoolgirl 
would be excused for their usage. 
“Tea-fights” and “citizenesses,” for 
example.

The 
book lends itself, more than any 
book which has ever come to my 
notice, to cheap ridicule, and the 
tired reviewer may give himself a 
holiday in the reviewing of it.

OLDEST TREE IN WORLD. 
The Tule Cypress in Oaxaca, Mes. 
Six Thousand Years Old. 

[Boston Transcript:} The oldest 
tree in the world! That is surely « 
distinction. Trees seem to us quite 
perishable things. Washington's Elm 
and the old elm on Boston Common 
are gone long ago; even the elm 
which was planted in the place of 
the Old Elm in 1876 shows some 
signs of decrepitude. Yet even the 
Old Elm did not go back of Black- 
stone’s time. The great elm in Lan- 
caster, now* fallen, which for a long 
time was the largest tree in Massa 
chusetts, probably did not date back 
of the settlement of the town. Our 
oldest trees are the Waverley oaks, 
the age of one of which Agassiz es- 
timated fifty years ago at 1000 years, 
and which were certainly in the 


covered America. What should we 
say, therefore, to a tree, still in 
good dition—not a dead branch 
nor a fetreak of decay in it—which 
is 6000 years old, and which started 
its growth at a period antedating 
any human records? Where is there 
such a tree? In the village of Santa 
Maria del Tule, in the Mexican State 
of Oaxaca, where the famous “Tule 
Cypress” still flourishes, or did flour- 
ish at last accounts, and where 
even revolutionists and bandits are 
unlikely to have harmed it, so great 
is the superstitious reverence with 
which it is regarded by the inhabi- 
tants). Many men of science have 
virited the tule cypress, and their 
veneration for it is almost as great 
as that of the local Mexicans. Ales 
andef von Humboldt inserted 8 
metal plate in the side of the tree 
in 1803, attesting its arborological 
importance, and noting i dimen- 
sions at that time, and this plate 
has now been almost entirely over 
grown bv the healing of the wound 
which the plate made, so that of 
Humboldt's name nothing but the 
Hum“ remains in view. This great 
tree is 126 feet in circumference at 
breast height above the ground; & 
shows no signs of decay and may 
live thousands of years yet. 

Why is the Tule bald cypress sup- 
posed to be so very old? An intereste 
ing article in the bulletin of the 
Missouri Botanical Garden (St. 
Louis) explains it. This bald cypress 
(Cupressus disticha-sabino) belongs 
to the same genus with the redwood 
the “big tree” of California, and 
with those trees which flourished ian 
prehistoric times. They are all three 

more ancient than any other Amere 

ican trees, and appear to be a sur- 

vival of species which have grown 

extinct except in California and 

along the Gulf of Mexico and a short 

distance up our Atlantic coast; that 

is to say, the redwoods, the two see 

quota species, exist in Californfa, 

and the bald cypress in Mexico. and 

on our southern Atlantic Coast. 

Though the sequolas are much taller 

than the cypress of Tule. they are 

not so ancient. The men of seclence 

estimate the age of the big trees at 

from 1000 to 2000 vears, and the 
biggest one whose rings have been 

numbered was found to have been 

1235 vears old. Their maximum 

growth is about the same as that 

of the Tule cypress. But its age has 

been inquired into, so far as it cag 

be done, by several men of science, 

and the writer in the bulletin of the 

Missouri Botanical Garden. who has 
visited the tree, says that “a con- 

servative estimate of its age would 

de considerably over 4000 years, and 

probably nearer to 6900 years.” The 

ring within the tree, therefore, 

which marks the growth taken tn @ 

year in which a certain boy was 

born in Judea who became 
founder of the Christian religion, .

Pasadena is a city of great mate- 
rial wealth, but I venture to assert 
that its real riche#@ are just becom- 
ing realized. At any rate, the Pasa- 
dena Music and Art Association is 
diligently picking and pointing them 
out, telling the poor rich man 
where to find them, and even advis- 
ing him to store them in his “pala- 
ti residence” on walls, in book- 
cases and in corners. For art is no 
less the necessity of the proud than 
the treasure of the humble. It is 
the wonderful heritage of all. 
Pasadena’s finest boast, it seems 
to me, should be its rising painters 
of pictures, rather than its sunken 
gardens of Busch. Nine of them 
are now showing forty canvases in 
Old Throop Academy, the exhibition 
being held under the auspices of the 
Pasadena Music and Art Association. 
I think it one of the most inspiring 
collections of pictures ever gath- 
ered together in Pasadena, for it is 
proof positive that art and the in- 
terest in art are very much alive in 
that city. Pasadena is far richer 
than we had ever supposed possible 
—-for we had forgotten its artists in 
enumerating ite many millionaires. 
Passing in review from one room 
into the other, and beginning with 
the first of the pictures, we find it 
to be a pastel portrait by the very 
youngest of the painters, Ellen Kel- 
It is that of an old grande 


well modeled, good in color, 
sympathetic presentment of a wom- 
an of noble elegance. It makes us 
wish that the young artist had given 
us more, for the other eight exhib- 
itors are each represented by five or 


six pictures, with the exception of 
Orrin White, who shows only two. 


Mr. White, as it happens, is also one 
of the younger painters. 

The transfiguring mists of early 
morning are found in C. P. Towns- 
ley’s “Castle of Charles VII, South- 
ern France; the mystery of morn- 
ing light is seen in his The Arroyo 
Seco: a scheme of pale yellows and 
blues, and again, dawn's golden 
glory, in Venice.“ The sketch of 
the splendid viaduct near Pasadena 
is a fine bit of broad and direct 
technique in pale blues, greens and 
yellows. The only figure piece, “Sun- 
shine,” shows us a girl in blue on a 
window seat.

OF BREA PITS. 


Eminence in Harbor District 
Yields Fossil Treasures. 


Pleistocene Sea Shells are 
Recovered in Thousands. 


Coast Story Told by Almost 
Microscopic Remains, 


The bigger the gun, the happier 
the warrior. smaller the shell 
the happier the biologist. Not the 
shell that sends vessels to the bot- 
tom, but the shell that, through 
countless ages, has arisen from that 
ocean’s floor. In the harbor district 
is Knob Hill, sliced in two to make 
room for a boulevard, and there J. 
O. Beebe of No. 342 West Fifty- 
fourth street, a scientist nationally 
known for his work with crinoids 


and as a close student of evolution, 
has been engaged the past two years 
in collecting several hundred thou- 
sand shells of the pleistocene period, 

The object of the vast collection 
is entirely for biological research 
work. 

“In my long study of crinoids,” 
said Mr. Beebe yesterday, “I became 
familiar with beach lines. When they 
made the*=cut through Nob HM I 
was looking for the very thing 1 
found. About sixty feet aber the 
ocean: Was a stratum of shells about 
a foot deep, from which the con- 
tents trickled down. Close by were 
other strata. Prof. Joseph Le Conte, 
the finest geologist of the Pacific 
Coast, held that this coast had not 
changed in 3,000,000 years because 
of the Japan current and other fac- 
tors. Though I am not the only dis- 
coverer of a contradiction to this 
belief, this collection of fossil shells 
proves there occurred about 10 per 
cent. change during that period 
between the pleistocene age and to- 


day.” 
MIDGET REMAINS. 

The minuteness of the shells is a 
marvel. Thousands would perhaps 
not fill a tea cup. The labor of dis- 
tributing not only requiring an ac- 
curate eye, but the most delicate 
handling, cannot be overestimated. 
The shells could never be handled 
with tweezers, and it has been some- 
thing of a secret with just what Mr. 
Beebe has handled his almost in- 
finitesimal skeletons of ancient sea 
life. A moistened broom straw is the 
sole implement employed. So small 
are some of the shells that the finest 
flour sifter was required in sifting 
out the soil. The smallest shells are 
of so great value to the biologist be- 
cause it is in the earlier stages that 
all forms of animal life bear such 
distinct resemblance to one another, 
and upon this the theory of evolu- 
tion advances. Deviations come in 
maturer life, which this collection of 
shells, older than the great animals 
unearthed from the La Brea pits, or 
about 600,000 years, conclusively H- 
lustrates.

There are about seventy- 
five species represented in Mr, 
Beebe’s collection, obtained from 
Nob Hill and other diggings in the 
vicinity of the harbor. 
FITTEST SURVIVE. 
Among shelis the survival of the 


fittest holds true. Mr. Beebe disposed Be 


of a collection of smashing sharks’ 
teeth to the Cambridge museum of 
comparative zoology some time ago, 
but still has a small quantity in his 
possession. The brachiopods, or 
square-hinge shells, contemporary 
with the smashing shark, were dove- 
tailed, preventing the shark from 
smashi the shell so easily. Today 
the shark's teeth are pointed, quite 
different from the, ancient. shark's 
teeth, and today the few remaining 
brachiopod shella have no  dove- 
tailing, that feature having been 
eliminated with the passing of the 
smashing teeth of their ene 

Although Mr. Beebe Stil 
fine collection of crinoids, his great- 
eat collection, which is one of the 
two largest in the United States, was 
sold some years ago to the Smith- 
sonian Institution at Washington. 
Scientists everywhere concede Mr. 
Beebe the title of casting the finest 
crinoid reproductions in the coun- 
try, and his workmanship is found 
in many colleges. His crinoid casts 
are fitted together with a skill that 
defies detection, the art having been 
acquired when, in earlier days, he 
learned the jeweler’s trade. 

In the near future Mr. Beebe, now 
“72 years young,” proposes to re- 
turn to Iowa, the scene of the great 


number of fossils 
which belong to the subcarbonifer- 
ous period, and show the beautiful 
pattern work of the barks of trees 
in bygone ages. The exhibition will 
show the evolution of wood, and it is 
Mr. Beebe’s plan to loan the collec- 
tion to a scientific institution, since 
his own home could scarcely accom- 
modate the weighty and sometinies 
massive objects.

ONION SHIPMENTS START 


Crop Will Give Growers of Little 
Valley Three-quarters 6f a Mil- 


Returns, 


Sales of Coachella Valley acreage 
have been stimulated in the last 
thirty days by the anticipated onion 
crop in the Thermal and Coachella 
districts. The California Vegetable 
Union estimates a yield of 262 cars 
from the Coachella district and 476 
cars from the Thermal district, giv- 
ing the valley a total yield for 1917 
of 738 cars of 540 crates to the car, 
or a total yield for the entire valley 
of 398,520 crates. Preparations for 
harvesting this enormous crop, 
which comes from a little valley 
only eight miles wide and thirty 
miles long and 130 miles from Los 
Angeles, have been under way for 
some time and now carload ship- 
ments are arriving at Los Angeles 
daily. 

The average production of onions 
for the valley amounts to ap- 
proximately 500 crates to the acre 
and the cost of growing, harvesting, 
crating and hauling to the shipping 
point, including interest on the mon- 
ey invested in land, is between 50 
cents and 55 cents per crate. Crys- 
tal wax onions have been selling 
whole sale at $4 per crate, and sil- 
ver skins at $5 per crate. These two 
varieties are the most popular with 
the Coachella growers and are real- 
ly the only two varieties extensive- 
ly grown there. At the present 
prices there should be distributee 
this year to Coachella Valley onion 
growers over $750,000. 
Other crops in the valley are also 
proving most gratifying, particular- 
ly asparagus. One farmer, J. I. 
Hudson, has already taken $3000 
m eight acres of asparagus and 
ig still shipping. Naturally, such re- 
sults are attracting to the Coachella 
Valley not only the small farmer. 
but the large grower as well, and 
sales are being made there daily.

Porterville Building Many Houses, 
but has not Enough—Sheep In- 
dustry Grows—New Poultry 
Plant—Lindsay Hotel 
Completed. 


Building permits for the construc- 
tion of new residenc® in Porterville 
reached a new high mark this 
spring, and since January 1 have 
amoynted to more than $50,000 each 
month. Despite this rapidity of 
construction the demand for houses 
exceeds the supply. Several in- 
stances have been reported by the 
Chamber of Commerce in which 
families are living temporarily in 
surrounding towns to await vacan- 
cies which will provide them with 
homes. 


Sheep fattening has become a 


valuable Tulare county industry and 


by late spring more than 20,000 
head will have been finished for the 
block in feeding pens near the Vi- 
salia city limits. Rations of beet 
pulp and cut alfalfa have been fed 
and shipments of the finished ani- 
mals are being made at the rate of 
about 1000 per week to packing- 
houses in San Francisco. 


Tulare is to become the central 
collection and distribution point for 
poultry products for the southern 
portion of the San Joaquin Valley. 
Construction is well under way on 
a modern refrigerating plant, which 
will cost upwards of $8000 and 
which is to be operated by the Mc- 
Cullough Provision Company in con- 
junction with the Tulare Rochdale 
Company and the Tulare Co-opera- 
tive Poultry Association. Poultry 
products shipped from the immedi- 
ate vicinity of Tulare are increasing 
in value steadily, the total business

month. 


Generally considered the center ot 
an exclusive citrus and deciduous 
fruit district, Exeter is taking a 
place as a dairy center, according 
to the monthly report of the Exeter 
Creamery Association.

CAR IS SUPERIOR.

Dealers Should, and Some do, 
Warn Buyers. 


Second-hand . Autos in 
Big Demand. 
BY HARVEY n WESTGATE. 


Every owner of a new car has 
an opportunity of saving several 
hundred dollars, or throwing a sim- 
lar amount away, during the first 
500 or 1000 miles he drives it. If 
“you” know the game you won't 
have to have the details, for you 
realize this statement is true—but 
if you're a beginner—well, if you're 
a beginner, it will pay you to read 
this twice, paste it in your hat, and 
tie a string around your finger to 
remind you of it daily. Here's the 
“secret:” 
Drive your car slowly, not to ex- 
ceed twenty-five miles an hour— 
and better still, not to exceed twenty 
miles an hour—for the first 600 
miles. After that you can safely in- 
crease the speed to twenty-five miles 
an hour for the next 500 miles. 
After you have driven it several 
thousand miles you can open it up 
and know that you are not over- 
straining the engine. 
Perhaps you want to know “why” 
a new car should be driven slowly. 
Very well, here's the answer: 
NEW CAR STIFF. 
A new car is stiff in all its “joints.” 
The pistons fit the cylinders as snug- 
ly as the manufacturers dare to 
have them fit. The compression is 
good when you get your car, and 
vou want to keep it good. There is 
plenty of oil in the crankcase when 
you leave the salesroom, and the 
pistons, when the car is driven 
slowly, are working up and down in 
the cylinders, shaving off rough 
edges that are so minute the human 
eye cannot detect them. If you 
should inspect the cylinders you 
wouldn't see any “rough” edges, for 
the simple reason that they are so 
minute it requires a magnifying 
glass to defect them-—but they're 
there, nevertheless. 
ving a new car at a rapid rate 
heats the engine. Heat expands— 
cold contracts. You learned all that 
years ago, but you had forgotten to 
apply the rule to your engine. 
Now then, if you are heating the 
cylipders you are expanding them. 
When the engine cools off they con- 
tract. And ff, at the end of 600 
miles, in case you have been driv- 
ing your car too fast, you discover 
creases on the cylinder walls made 
by the pistons, and the compression 
has decreased until yeu have lost 
consi ble power, don't blame the 
makers of the car. Blame yourself, 
instead, for you alone should bear 
the blame. 

WERE YOU WARNED”? 
However. it may be that the sales- 
man who sold you the car failed to 
do his duty in warning you about 
fast driving. Some salesmen think 
only of commissions, and lose inter- 
est im you after you have signed 
the check.

Having secured from the preced- 
ing Legislature very nearly what the 
State convention of sportsmen rec- 
ommended four years ago, the fish 
and game board confined its efforte 
this winter mostly to maintaining 
those common-sense regulations, 
which had worked out well and were 
generally approved by the public. 
Yet, notwithstanding the minor na- 
ture of changes advised by the Fish 
and Game Commission, it could not 
control, or prevent the introduction 
by various legislators of a swelling 
Hood of bills entirely out of joint 
with the policy established in 1913 
by the delegates of 20,000 sports- 
men most directly interested. 

Beyond bracing up weak points 
discovered by enforcing the present 
law, providing for the proper regu- 
lation of kelp, and asking further 
public aid for the public duty of 
conserving commercial fisheries, the 
Fish and Game Commission asked 
little of the Legislature; but other 
interests insisted upon all manner 
of radical, unenforceable innova- 
tions.

It is an excellent pian to practice a 
carefully-outlined series of deep breath- 
ing exercises before an open window 
night and morning, getting complete 
control of the abdominal muscles, the 
diaphragm, the back and the rib cage, 
also accustoming the lungs to long, 
deep inhalations.

It is necessary also before attempting 
to speak to have clear-cut ideas regard- 
ing the subject to be discussed. Many 
speakers fail because they depend upon 
the readiness of their wits to guide them 
and as a result they rambie or stammer 
and halt painfully. It is much better 
for the amateur speaker to have a book 
er complete and copious notes or out- 
lines which can be readily followed 
than to attempt to Speak extemporane- 
ously, and to follow no particular order 
or thought. It is painful for an audi- 
ence to watch a speaker who is man- 
ifestly in terror himself that he will lose 
what he is going to say next. If notes 
are prepared a certain degree of prep- 
aration is insured, and even the organiz- 
ing and assembling of the ideas tn logic- 
al sequence will be a great help so that 
@ mere glance at the notes will be sum- 
clent to suggest what should come next. 
Then. too, there is a certain amount of 
conscious support in having notes or 
outlines which may be referred to if 


necessary. 

Little by little, as the speaker gains 
control of himself and is more at ease 
in addressing a number of people, he 
will be able to dispense with written 
helps. It is noticeable, however, that 
some brilliant speakers who are called 
upon constantly to address audiences 
and banqueting groups do not hesitate 
te hold in the hand a card which has a 
few headings or significant reminders 
jotted down upon it. The benefit in this 
is that the speaker is held to a certain 
line of thought and reaches a logical

To overcome thes 
dreaded parts of a public speech oF 
address, it is a good plan to keep 8 
notebook or box of clippings of bright, 
pointed stories which will serve as tell 
ing illustrations or help drive home « 
point. Some of our most brilliant pub- 
lic men have won their reputation as 
apt speakers, in part at least, thru hav- 
ing a fund of witty anecdotes to draw 
upon. These are frequently used again 
and again with telling results, altho, 
of course, not before the same audi- 
ences. 

It is a profitable and 
study to observe the different methods 
of opening discourses used by clergy- 
men, lecturers and other public speak- 
ers. Some are simple and direct; others 
long and tiresome in approaching thelr 
topic; and still others have a unique 
way of awakening immediate interest 
and leading up with pleasing directness 
to thelr subject. 

Having chosen a topic many speakers 
seem to feel their duty done and pro- 
ceed to forget all about it, while others 
let every sentence and every illustration 
bulld up a definite conclusion of some 


kind. Repetition is useful in story 


telling for children. It also has a place 
in public speaking, giving emphasis to 
the theme and helping to keep it in 
mind. 

Not so very ny years ago a young 
man who had been born and reared in 
a remote farming district found himself 
singularly embarrassed when called 
upon to take part in the meetings of a 
small society to which he belonged. 
Even his responses to rolicall were 
dreaded. 

Having an analytical mind and being 
determined to take his place among 
his more fortunate fellows, he began to 
study out the reasons for his hesita- 
tion and dread.
